ll aeenni to me lhat this is the only con. 
sisteni course ol action for those who disap- 
prove of this war, in all its stages and as 
peels, and in every possible way in which 
it can be presented. 1 hold thai thai is the 
only consistent ground for those who main 
lain that this war has been wrong in iu be- 
ginning, wroug in iu prosecution, wrong in 
the otyecu to which it looks, and wrong in 
the moans by which it is hoped to attain 
those obje< u. Entertaining such a view 
of duty on this occasion, 1 cannot give 
ihanks lo any body for any agency in thii 
war, except such agency as tends to bring 
it to an immediate termination. Any iudt- 
tious efforts, heie or elsewhere, to bring diia 
war to a clu*; — to a speedy and honorable 
close — will commajid my earnest and most 
qpr.hal ihunks ; but I have no thanks to 
orter those who have been employed iu the 
prose, tr.ion of a wai whit h I ' beliaM to be 
thus ui.jusl fiout t's coitirueucetuenl. Nor 
can 1 accede lo another proposition whtcn 1 
he.tnl uiainiained with a good deal of ener- 
gy here and eUewhere — that an officer of 
ihe army or navy has no discretion— that 
he is a mere machine of the Administra- 
n. mi— that it is to say, "go," and he goeth, 
"come," and he coiueth, without attaching 
to himself any share of moral rrarxiusibili- 
tf tot the character of the transaction in 
which he ■ engaged.

There is one bright page m Its 
history of the English army, which 1 think, 
might, with great propriety, be commended 
to the thoughtful conaider'Ation of every gen 
deman who nus it-presents the officers of 
the art.iy a> irresponsible machines. It is 
found in the history of the Earl of Effing. 
I>:uii, a distinguished officer of the British 
army, and m.iember of the House of Peers. 
He was ihe colonel of a regiment in the 
Uriiish service, when he received orders u> 
join tiu* army about to embark for America, 
and fight the rebels at Charlestown and 
Camden. H.s conduct on thai occasion 
was worthy of all coiuuendation ; and 
would to tiod, that we had some oue, who, 
inheriting a portion of his* spirit, when the 
order ol this Administration was issued, di- 
recting the advance of the troops to the Rio 
tirande, would have folle-wed so illustrious 
!•■ ' The Mur;. b.ielly told in the 
year 177b, and, 
with the indulgence of the Senate, 1 will 
read it : 

" l iic Earl of Ellinghain, whose military 
geuius had leJ linn, wheu a youth, into the 
aril;} , and had since prompted him to ripen 
theory into experience wherever real ser 
vt« u wa." to be found, by acting us a volun- 1 
leer iu die war between ihe Russians and 
die Turks, had, since his return, as a Peer 
m Parliament, uniformly opposed the whole 
system or iiiraau.es pursued against •»,., 
Americana . and hudim;. at length, that the 
r< cum ui :ti which ho ,, iv, -,| w is nil tideil 
lor the American service, thought il incon- 
sistent with his character, and unbecoming 
ol" his dignity, to enforce measures with his 
sword, which he had so utterly condemned 
in his legislative capacity. He accordingly 
wrote a lelier of resignation lo ihe Secreta- 
ry ..I war. iu which, having declared the 
cheerfulness with which he would sacrifice 
his life and fortune in support of the safety, 
honor aud dignity of hii Majesty's crown 
and pei sun, he observed, that tbe same prin- 
ciples which had inspired him with these 
unalterable sentimenu of duty and affection | 
to tin- King, would uot aurt'er him to be in- 
strumental in depriviiie ;i |,y | )ar t of hit peo- 
ple, of those liberties, which form the best 
sc. inity for their fidelity and obedience to 
his Government. He expressed the deep- 
est regret and greatest mortification at be- 
ing obliged to quit a profession which had 
been that of his ancestors for many ages, 
to the study and prat lice of which, from 
childtrood, his past life had been applied, 
itnl his future, intentionally dedicated ; aud 
that as he waived the advantage which the 
custom of the service entitled him to, the 
right of selling what he had bought, he en- 
ueated that he might be allowed to retain 
his tank in the army, lhat whenever die 
envy or ambition of Foreign Powers should 
require it, he might be enabled to serve his 
Majesty and his country in lhat way in 
which, ol all others, he thought himself best 
calculated to do it with eflSsct." 

That was the course taken by thai distin- 
guished officer of the British army, when 
he received orders from the Crown to em- 
bark on a sen ire which did not commend 
itself to his moral sentiments. If there 
could nave been found within the ranks of 
the American army, an officer entertain- 
ing such exalted ideas of duty and dignity 
as thai, who did not merge the man in the 
officer, and who could have told Uw« a*i 
irinistration that he respected his own con- 
victions of truth and duty, and could not 
yu ld obedience to an arbitrary mandate, 1 
would have thanked him and ihankad Cod 
that he had given us such a man. But 1 
can record no vole of thanks to any of the 
officers of this army, for having been en- 
gaged in a contest which every feeling of 
iny heart and every dictate of my judgment 
condemns. The resolution speaks of glory.

lo be told, that those who have obeyed, per-

war, are not entitled to our thanks for 
maintaining the honor, the historical repu- 
tation of this country abroad ' And yet, 
such are the sentiments of the gentleman 
from New Hampshire I solemnly M,ev e 
that Gen. Taylor, more perhaps than any 
other single individual in this country, is 
entitled to our thanks for saving ];',,.„ 
not only of his own iroops, but the lives ol 
those sent on this expedition. Every batik 
that was fought, it seems to me, resulted al- 
most in a miraculous escape from the over- 
whelming disaster whi. h iceii.ed to be HaV 
pending over our army.

Ths terms of tha propose.! peace are known. 
The N titioaal 1 nieiligencer refers to them as fol- 
lows: 

The project of a treaty of peace, sigt.ed by 
Mr. Trial as commiasiouer on the part of the 
United States, and hv three coininlsslonsrs on 
the part of Mexico,' has been received by the 
Kxecuttve, and his been now for two daya un- 
darcoiuadaratioa by that branch of tha Govern- 
ment. 

The substance of ths treaty l». aa we nnder- 
aland it, us follows: 

First. I We between ths L'uiled States and 
Mexico, and an armistice between the rritttery 
commanders ot tlie two countries during snch 
liuis ss ths treaty shall be in suspense. 

Secondly. Mexico agrees, in consideration, 
ate. that the boundary between the United 
States aud Mexico shall hsreafler be from the 
Saa up the middle of the Kio Grande to the 
boundary of New Mexico, and thence in a lins 
which (with somo digression) i* to run. west (or 
nearly west) to the Pacific ocean, anc strike a 
poiut South of the port of San Diego 

Thirdly. In consideration of this largw ces- 
sion of territory the United States are to pay to 
Mexico the aum of fifteen millions if dollsrs, 
and to etlisfy all the just cluims of citiznna of 
the United Slates against the Government of 
Mexico. * 

The treaty ia understood to contain many 
provisions of detail; but does not, as we hear, 
Include any provision, as has been reported, for 
the maintenance of a military force by the 
I'nltad State* for a certain time in Mexico. 

The treaty makes its appearaucti in a ques- 
tionable /erm; being concluded by Mr. Trist, a» t 
with fall powers, after those power* had been 
withdrawn, or intended to be withdrawn, by 
the Executive.

But than, one of 
them directly — the others indirectly— declared, 
also, that "the inhabitants of the territory thai 
may be acquired, shall docide whether slavery 
shall find any fooling on the •oil." 

We thought this qualification, and so said, 
would change the views of the perpstualists. 
and It ban; for now they say, one and all. " that 
tnis will never answer, that to submit to such a 
qualification would be to limit slavery to its 
present bounds"— and at a single leap, they dis- 
avowed tlie very first principles of Statu rights; 
the great and only groundwork of State aover- 
eignty.

The practice of hunting wild animals for 

food engenders a disregard of animal life, 
which gradually extends to fellow human 
beings. All history will bear testimony lo 
the fad, that hunters are men of violence, 
fiom Esau, who frightened Jacob, down to 
(iianUey Berkley, who 'punches the heads' 
of peasants. It was our fortune, good or 
t ad, to sojourn for a long period in sunny 
c limes, amongst human tribes, half pastoral 
half predatory, who lived on horseback, 
w hose sole food was the flesh of recently 
slain animals, and their drink brackish wa- 
ter, their couch the grassy plain, and their 
roof the blue heaven. Lean, wiry, and lithe 
of body, with cat-like, half-sleepy eyes, and 
long black horse-looking hair, these people 
possessed the attributes of tigers, and they 
passed their time, half in sloth, and half in 
ferocity. Often witnessing, and sometimes 
compelled to join in the eating of half- 
roasted flesh, torn fiom an animal, just 
slain, and the mass still quivering, we have 
learned how, by slight degrees, refinement 
departs, and the mind becomes callous to 
horrors and bloodslied. The slightest word 
of provocation, and drawn knives lo gratify 
revenge, the dried blood of the animal on 
the blade, mingling with the red torrent 
flowing from human veins, was a conunon 
occuirence. To dress wounds was an al- 
most daily task, and at last a drudgery, 
from which even compassion shrunk. The 
gradual callousness of the natives of more 
civilized climes was remarkable. Wounds 
became a matter for mirth. On one occa- 
sion, encamped rudely, awaiting the attack 
of some hostile tribes, with bristling s|>eais 
and prepared^ rifles, a native of Scotland, a 
mechanic of ordinary decent habits, tolera- 
bly educated, and possessing some five thou 
sand pounds capital, cntcied into a conver- 
sation with us, calculating the strategy of 
their position, and the number that would 
be slain, all iu the cool, quiet, guttuial 
Savon dialect denominated Liwland Sc otc h. 
And gliding from one subject to .-mother, as 
easily as if discussing a chanter of Adam 
Small, he thus went on: "\\ all, noo, awui 
tliiiikin' that we've tried maitSl kinds o' flesh 
meat — bull and quey and cauf, aud horse 
and mule, and lion and deer, and ostric h 
and armadillo, and bee.-, catcher, and youi 
common swine — so when the fight is ovei. 
1 should like to cut steaks from one of those 
lir .wii <<-eviIs of Ingeuns vonder to try 
what he eiiu like." We looked at the 
speakci, thinking lie jested, but it was no 
jeaL It was simply a man of average in- 
tellect, and very coarse nerves, who stood 
before us; one, who by force of habit, might 
have obeyed moial laws, bjl loo coldly 
practical ever to discover them for himself, 
lie was inertly going a little beyond the 
pun ti< es of his wild i oinpanions. They, 
albeit I'hristaiis, were iu the habit of skin- 
ning dieir human foes to make horse-trap 
pings of their hides; he fiom curiosity, was 
desirous to liLste their flesh. Possibly he 
might have called himself a C'inisiiaii also. 
We did noi ask him his d -«cent, hut il 
struck us that, aftei all, the story of SaWMf 
Beam might be no fable. Such a man,
